— A Harvard College student, age 20, whose rather Is 
one of the city's most powerful and successful lawycnt, 
The youth lives in Oak Brook, a wealthy and secluded 
western suburb, wh(»i he Isn't altcnding one of the 
nation's most expensive colleges, (His tuition Is higher 

-than the maximum family Income for the famiiicaof kids 
hired In the summer program) Because he took a course 
In first aid at Harvard, where ho is studying law. he had a 
summer Job at.lhc Chicago KIrc Uepartment'sSca Rescue 
Unit, located In Jackson Park, on the shores of Lake 
Michigan. 

— The son of a man who Is president of a loop bank, vice 
chairman of another bank, and part-owner of a chain of 
motels. The father is said to be a millionaire several times 
over, and has powerful connections In the Daley Machine. 
The family lives In a large house in the suburbs. The 
boy, a high school student, was hired as a swimming pool 
attendant. But he spent the summer doing odd Jobs around 
the same Sea Rescue Unit InJockson Park. 

(1 have omitted names, not because I'm worried by the 
Influence of the fathers — I'm not — but because I sec no 
point in embarrassing their kids. ) 
- The fathers of both boys deny that their political clout 
' tiad anything to do with getting the Jobs. They said their

An Englishwoman, she Is a member of the Robert 
Sllgwood Organization, a . British company that Is 
producing the series for CBS here with an American cast. 

Although "Beacon Hill" has been averaging only 22 per 
cent of the audience in lis Tuesday night time period - 
. well below the 30 per cent share prime time programs 
must achieve to avoid cancellation — CBS recently or- 
dered two additional episodes and four future scripts to 
Uio 13 programs called tor the original contract; This 
suggests that the network Intends to give the scries more 
thanlhcmlntmumtlmotodcvelopanaudlcncc. " 

Miss Vcrtuc indicated that Hawkcsworth's counsel was 
being sought particularly for the extra scripts and 
programs, since most of the other episodes have already 
been produced. 

Praising thcTIew York Actors she has' used for the 
scries as "fantastically good," Miss Vcrtuc Identified the 
problem of her scries as being chlofly In the writing. 

"Jt's difficult to find the right writers for it in this 
coiwtry.- snesaid. "Thestyle is different fnim what most 
Iclcvisionwnfcraareaeciulomedlo — aslowcrpace for 
example. But It tobk a while to find the right writers In
